Deposits will not be liable to seizure 


or detention under any legal process 
Ail statutes defining crimes in tbe pos- 
tal service are to be applied to the 
postal savings system.

THE COBAX QUESTION. 


The moat important problem with which 


this government I* now called upon to 
deal pertaining to It* foreign relation* con- 
cern* ita duty toward Spain and the Cubaa 
insurrection. 


The story of Cub* for many year* has

On November 1 the severe drought 


that had prevailed for many weeks 
wu broken, and during the early part 
of the month the weather conditions 
were favorable to the gemination end 
growth of wheat, aed the result Is an 
estimated Improvement of 12 points 
as compared with the estimate made 
on November 1, for the month of 
October. While some Improvement 
Is shown, the condition of wheat et 
this time is still 37 points below a 
fair average condition end will not 
go Into winter In e sufficiently vigor 
ous condition to withstand freezing 
and thawing. A favorable winter, 
w'th considerable snow protection, is 
required to protect and advance the 
plant toward anything like a fair 
average prospect. 


This U tha first report of tbe year 


estimating the corn crop in bushels. 
While many counties show a fair 
average production, there are also 
many that show from a poor to i 
medium product. This uneven dU 
tribution of the crop is In a great 
measure due to the season.
